Tie Eucalyptus, or Australian 


Gum Tree plantation, owned by Ex- 
SurTeyor-General Strattoi), is situ- 
ated in Caitro Valley, one and 
one- 


fourth miles north from the town of 
Hayward. 
The original farm, on 


which these beautiful trees are grow- 
ing, is some sixty acres in extent, 
and the trees were set out six years 
•go. One year after another farm, 
a half-mile distant east, was planted 
with trees, the largest not over 
twelve inches in height. 
This 


farm 
contains 
upwards 
of one 


hundred and thirty acres, making 
altogether one hundred and ninety 
acres in the two plantations, on which 
thetrees stand, »t«naTW«gs distance 
of eight faet apart. Last year one 
acre was clearded producing four- 
teen cords of wood, which sold for 
nino dollars per cord. Th« stumps 
were loft remaining in the ground 
and new sprouts have grown from 
them, to a height of eighteen feet. 
In nine years 
more these same 


sprouts Will produce another four- 
teen cords of wood if let grow that 
length of time. Of five hundred 
trees cut down last year all but fire 
per ceatstarted a new growth. Thk 
year the entire forest will be trim- 
med out leaving for timber biit one 
hundred trees on an acre; these will 
l« left for timber.
